
At recent Organizational banquet 

Chancellor Smith addresses the issues

"If you could get every 
student who goes to UT 
Knoxville to come here (to 
UTM) just two or three days 
before they register I think 40 
to 50 percent of them would 
choose to go here,” stated 
CharlesSmith, the new UTM 
chancellor 

Smith made the remark 
during the Organizational 
banquet held in the University 
Center Us! Monday, Jan 28. 
Most If the UTM ad- 
min istrg ion and almost every 
Brjmjuza ion on campus was 
represented at the banquet 
which was partially planned 
by the Student Government 
Association and organized by 
SGA Secretary of Affairs Tina 
Hall 

Smith fielded questions 
from the organization 
representatives in a 
discussion period which 
followed the banquet. 


"I have always felt that UT 
Martin is the garden spot of 
the UT system," Smith stated 
Smith cited the natural 
beauty of the campus and the 
friendliness of the people*as 
reasons for his feelings 
Before the floor was opened 
for questions Smith spoke of 
his methods in handling the 
affairs of the university. 

"I’m not here tonight to try 
to tell you that I have the 
answer to any problem you 
might ask me about. 

"Eve tried to make it very 
clear that 1 have no magic 
solutions,” Smith said 
“Experience has taught me 
that any decision you make is 
going to displease somebody. 

“My concern is not that I be 
popular. My concern is not 
that people agree with my 
decisions. I am concerned 
that you understand why I 
made that decision," he 
stated. 

"...You're not going to find 
any ‘ivory tower' decisions 


that affect your life on my 
part, because that's not the 
way I operate. 

“I want to be accessible 
This is a busy campus and I’m 
going to try to take part in as 
much of it as I can," said 
Smith 

One of the first topics under 
discussion was the increase in 
student fees in Tennessee for 
the next school year. The 
proposal currently before the 
legislature calls for an eight 
percent increase in un¬ 
dergraduate fees, a 13 percent 
increase in graduate fees and 
a 25 percent increase in fees 
for students in medicine and 
veterinary medicine. 

"We don’t agree with the 
philosophy of making the 
student pay the increased 
costs of higher education,” 
Smith stated. 

Mike Turner, president of 
the SGA said that the UTM 
SGA was working with other 
UT system student govern¬ 
ments in fighting the student 


fee increase bill which will 
soon be before the Board of 
Regents. 

"1 also want to urge the 
student body to write their 
local Congressmen about it 
and let them know that the 
students don't feel they should 
have to pay this increase," 
Turner stated 

Chancellor Smith was asked 
about the possibility of UTM's 
changing to a semester 
system instead of its current 
quarter system. 

“If you’re on the quarter 
system there is always some 
group who wants to go to the 
semester system , and if you 
are on the semester system 
there is always some group 
who wants to go on the quarter 
system . I have been a 
student under both systems 
and quite frankly, I like the 
quarter system,” said Smith. 

"We feel that this is a 
matter which the local 
campus should decide and not 
the legislature,” he continued. 
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international students was 
also discussed 

“About half the foreign 
students on campus are here 
only to take intensive English 
classes so that they can attend 
other institutions," said 
Phillip Watkins, dean of 
Undergraduate Life. 

According to Watkins, the 
other half are enrolled 
students at UTM who have 
met the same requirements as 
any other UTM student-in 
addition to the special English 
requirements. 

Chancellor Smith also spoke 
of the International Program 
at UTM. 

“UT Martin probably has 
the best process and the best 
program for international 
students in the state of Ten¬ 
nessee,” he said. 

Another topic was the 
possible closing of Atrium 
Hall next year. The dormitory 
was almost closed last year 
due to the lack of students who 


had signed up for Atrium Hail 
this year. 

Earl Wright, director of 
housing said that although 
Atrium Hall would cost UTM 
money to operate even if 
every room were filled, 
enough students were in¬ 
terested in living there to 
make its closing very unlikely

Association President David 
Waycaster asked Smith about 
the possibility of increasing 
the open house hours in Austin 
Peay and McCord Halls to two 
nights per week instead of 
only one night 

"I feel that this policy is 
very archaic," Waycaster 
said. 

Arrangements were made 


at the banquet for Waycaster 
and concerned parties to 
speak with housing officials 
about a possible change in the 
open-house policy in these 
dormitories 

Restricted use of the 
weightroom, university 
heating, and the campus radio 
station were also discussed at 
the banquet

"Freshmen and sophomores 
are eligible to apply for the 
undergraduate scholarships, 
which will support them 
abroad in their junior or 
senior years. 

“Juniors and seniors who 
plan to graduate before 
September 1981 are eligible to 
apply for the graduate 
fellowships," Hutson stated. 

Former graduates who are 
no more than 28 years old may 
also apply,' according to 
Hutson. 

“A special category of 
awards is reserved for 
communications majors who 
intend to enter the print or 
broadcast fields, with only two 
years of college study 
required before September 
1981,” Hutson said. 

"Such ’journalism awards' 
are available to any currently 
enrolled student and also to 
graduate students within the 
age limit," Hutson stated” 

“The Rotary Foundation 
offers these awards in order to 
promote understanding and 
friendly relations between 
peoples of different nations.” 

Relatives of Rotary 
members are not eligible for 


the awards. 

“I am very pleased to an¬ 
nounce this competition for 
1981-82 UTM students have

The UT Martin academic 
calendar, one of the three 
longest in the state, will be 
shortened for the 1981-82 
school year, according to 
Richard O’Bryan, dean of 
admissions and records 

"If the calendar is shor¬ 
tened, students would get out 
three days early for Christ¬ 
mas break and six days 
earlier in summer,” he said. 

Deans, directors, chan¬ 
cellors and other members 
selected from various schools 
make up the Academic 
Senate, which will vote on 
three issues concerning the 
calendar 

Accrding to O’Bryan, the 
three issues involve mass 
exams, compacting exam 
days and eliminating study 


“The first issue was 
whether to retain mass 
exams The senate voted 95-92 
to do away with them,” he 
said. 

O'Bryan said that 126 
members voted in favor of 
compacting exams, while 62 
voted against it. 

He also stated that 158 
members voted in favor of 


eliminating study days while 
36 voted no. 

Although the senate voted 
on the three issues, the 
calendar still has various 
channels to go through before 
being completed, according to 
O’Bryan. 

"At any point along the way 
the calendar can be altered. It 
very seldom ends the way it 
started,” he stated.

“The lead singer fell off the 
stage in Birmingham," Steve 
Hyers, SGA vice-president, 
said. "He has to stay on his 
back for two weeks in a 
contraction cast." 

More of the tour than just 
the UTM concert was can¬ 
celled, leaving other areas 
void of Molly's music, ac¬ 
cording to Hyers 

The SGA sold nearly 3000 
tickets to the concert, and now 
students can sell tickets to the 
SGA 

"The SGA cabinet met and 
decided the best way we could 
handle it was to refund ticket 
money,” Hyers said. “Not too 
many tickets have been 
returned.” 

According to Hyers, the 
tickets that have not been 
returned can be used to gain 
admission to a March Molly 
Hatchet concert. 


“We've got a guaranteed 
date of March 9, Saturday 
night," Hyers said. "It will be 
sjrt of a ‘school’s out' con¬ 
cert."

Newcomb, Paynter discuss OVC bid

According to Pacer Head 
Coach Vester Newcomb, the 
"biggest chance" UT Martin 
missed concerning an Ohio 
Valley Conference bid was not 
in November but rather two 
years ago. 

Addressing the five 
members present of the eight- 
member Intercollegiate 
Athletics Study Committee 
yesterday. Newcomb said that 
Martin lacked the dedication 
and commitment needed two 
years ago 

In an outline presented to 
the "Blue Ribbon Com¬ 
mittee," Newcomb presented 
the possible routes of Pacer 
athletics. 

Newcomb said that if 
Martin chooses Division II 
Gulf South Conference play, 
the Pacers would have to 
taper to 45 scholarships as 
opposed to the 60 scholarships 
awarded this year. 

With the natural rival OVC 
teams Martin plays in¬ 


creasing scholarships to a 
possible 75, the win-loss 
record for the Pacers would be 
“poor." 

UTM's second choice, ac¬ 
cording to Newcomb, is 
Division IA A Independent 
route. However, like Division 
II GSC, scheduling would be 
difficult. 

In Division IAA GSC play, 
Newcomb said that scheduling 
would be built in, level of 
competition and recruiting 
would be good, interest would 
be very good and win-loss 
record would be 'relevant to 
coaching. 

Newcomb added the 
National Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics to his 
outline stating that television 
revenue chances in the NAIA 
are greater then in the IAA 

“If we’re in the NAIA with 
60 scholarships and we're 
competitive, people will come 
see us play," Newcomb said 

Also in the NAIA, schools 
are not required any certain 
number of athletic teams, 
Newcomb said. 


Finally, Newcomb 
discussed the OVC route 
saying that Martin wants in 
this conference because of 
“prestige, the natural 
rivalries, the less travel ex¬ 
penses and the built-in 
scheduling." 

He also said in the OVC, 
level of competition, 
recruiting and interest would 
improve. 

Newcomb said that if UTM 
put as much energy into the 
GSC as it does getting into the 
OVC, the athletic department 
would have fewer problems 

Prior to Newcomb's 
testimony yesterday, 
Women’s Athletic Director 
Bettye Giles resumed 
questioning from the meeting 
Friday, Jan. 25. 

Friday, Giles presented the 
group with an overall look at 
women's intercollegiate 
athletics at UTM In the 
AIAW, the Pacer women's 
sports consist of basketball, 
tennis and volleyball. 

According to Giles, GSC 
membership has not helped 


the women's programs 
financially in funding the 
three sports and an OVC af¬ 
filiation would aid in bringing 
the women’s athletics 
beyond the"intramural"level. 

Also speaking last Friday 
was UTM Athletic Director 
Bob Paynter in continuation 
from a previous meeting. 

In his; continued address, 
Paynter said that the chances 
of gaining OVC membership 
are not as much a reality as 
many people think. 

“I've never had the full 
feeling that we had a great 
opportunity to get in,” 
Paynter said in answer to 
Chancellor Charles Smith's 
question on the "realistic 
chances” of an OVC bid. “The 
encouragement we've had has 
been isolated. I continue to 
think it would be a long shot. 

"We have not had the 
support of the Kentucky 
schools, and we have not had 
support from the Tennessee 
schools until last summer I 
don't think the northern 


schools are for us either. The 
direction for expansion seems 
to be to the north and not the 
south 

"To be candid, I have no 
real reason to think we could 
get in now, nor could we have 
in the past," Paynter con¬ 
tinued. 

Paynter said that UTM 
should “look seriously" at an 
Independent IAA route, and 
that if it appeared to be 
feasible,"I (Paynter) will 
favor it.” 

Because of the length of 
testimonies thus far, Chan¬ 
cellor Smith has changed the 
hearings to twice weekly The 
next meeting will be tom- 
morrow at 3 pm in Room 201 of 
the University Center with 
committee member questions 
for Vester Newcomb. 

The committee has also 
moved to ask the GSC 
commissioner and the NAIA 
assistant executive director to 
address the study group 

All meetings are free and 
open to the public.

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Blood drive ends failure; 
students,publicity to blame 


The Pacer would like to commend the Red 
Crons and the Alpha Phi Omega service 
fraternity for their efforts during the blood 
drive held last week However, we question 
the apparent lack of cohesive planning that 
resulted in an almost SO percent shortage of 
pints donated 

Blood drives sponsored by the Red Cross in 
conjunction with UTM organizations have 
been overwhelming successes in the past 
The fact that this particular one failed is 
indicative of ignorance on the part of 
students 

The Pacer must bear some responsibility 
for the disappointing turn-out of student 
donors, since we failed to include an article on 
the then up-coming drive in the Jan. 17, 1900 
(Vol IX, No. 11) issue. This error was purely 
unintentional, and we sincerely regret it. 

However, publicity in general for the blood 
drive was lacking: posters and other ad¬ 
vertising devices were few A strong cam¬ 
paign to ensure student awareness would 


most probably have resulted in a easy at¬ 
tainment of the established goal of 400 pints 
In addition to failings on the part of the 
sponsoring organization, other campus 
groups must share responsibility for the blood 
drive failure Fraternities, sororities and 
dormitories were hardly represented in 
impressive numbers The trophy-w inning 
fraternity collectively gave only 20 pints, 
while the dorm trophy was won by a donation 
of 15 pints The sororities did not even come 
through in sufficient numbers to warrant that 
a sorority trophy be given 
These individual deficits add up to the 
collective lack of success that the Red Cross 
and Alpha Phi Omega suffered last week It 
is unfortunate that this deficit is one of such a 
serious nature, for in an emergency situation, 
a blood shortage is more than simply an 
unfortunate failing It can easily be a 
problem of an extremely critical nature. 

The Red Cross realizes this, but The Pacer 
wonders if the students of UTM do 


Careful allocation asked 


Since the UT system will be receiving 
approximately $10 million if the legislature 
goes along with Gov Alexander's proposal, 
The Pacer feels that a great deal of con¬ 
sideration should be given as to how that 
money could best be utilized by the various 
campuses which will be receiving state funds 
As stated in last week's Pacer, the "1980-81 
budget proposals are based on the assumed 
2 student tuition and fee increases, ranging 
from eight percent for in-state undergraduate 
- students to 13 percent for in-state graduate 
students and 25 percent for students in 
medicine and veterinary medicine " It is 
only logical that students who are planning to 
continue their studies in graduate school need 
as much or more of a break in tuition and fee 
costs as do the undergraduate students. The 
academic leaders of tomorrow are the 
graduate students of today There is 
little justification for differentiating 

between what they have to pay for their 
education and what the undergraduates are 
forced to relinquish in pursuit of an education. 


Secondly, The Pacer feels that the majority 
of the funds allocated for higher education in 
Tennessee should go toward making sure that 
tuition and fee costs are maintained at an 
absolute minimum As with everything else 
in this country today, the price of getting a 
college education is constantly rising with no 
evidence of a leveling off in sight. If America 
is to have any chance of holding on to its 
position of world leadership, it will have to 
insure that its educational facilities and 
resources are kept available to anyone who 
sincerely desires to better himself 
academically. Knowledge is indeed power, 
and quality education at a low cost is a good 
means to achieving this end. 

Also, the UT authorities should realize that 
UTM is perhaps the best campus in the entire 
UT system and appropriate its funds ac¬ 
cordingly. UT offers unique cultural and 
social experiences which are not available to 
students at other, larger campuses 
throughout this state. That uniqueness is 
worth being preserved.

UT Martin student govern¬ 
ment, in working with the 
SGAs at UTK, UTC and UT- 
CHS, is drawing up a bill and 
submitting it to the Board of 
Trustees and the state 
legislature requiring 
university officials and 
development personnel to 
provide adequate parking for 
students for each new building 
or facility that is built on each 
campus. 

The UTM SGA is also 
working with the other SGAs 
in trying to introduce 
legislation into the state 
legislature trying to prevent 
the proposed increase in 
tuition for students in state 
schools next year The 
proposed increase is eight 
percent for undergraduate 


students and 13 percent for 
graduate students.

job of filtering out the 
nitrosamines. The side-smoke 
stream contains quantities on 
the order of 50 times more of 
nitrosamines than does the 
mainstream smoke,” he said 

In addition to tobacco, 
nitrosamines are also found in 
cured meats, cosmetics and 
some pharmaceutical 
preparations, according to 
Loeppky 

"it has never been proven

Loeppky said “It is difficult 
to prove that a chemical 
causes cancer in man The 

only way it can be done is 
through epidemiology, as was 
done in the case of vinyl 
chloride.

said that the testing facility 
was just moved from Prin¬ 
ceton, N.J. to Newtown, Penn. 
According to Mosch, this 
move is another reason for the 
delay. 

“I have had some contact 
with the law schools in the 
area, including Memphis 
State University about this 
matter," Mosch said. 

“My advice to the students 
is to make a copy of their 
report, keep the original and 
send the copy to the law school 
in order to be sure that the law 
school has this information.” 

According to the news 
release, the backlog will result 
in delays for about the next 
seven or eight weeks. The 
release stated that the staff at 
the Educational Testing 
Service has been greatly 
expanded and is working 
extra hours to meet these 
problems 

“The LSDAS was begun in 
1970 at the request of the law 
schools. Its purpose is to 
summarize information from 
college transcripts, test 
scores...and other 
biographical information used 
for evaluation by the law 
schools admission offices,” 
the release said 
“Any student who has 
problems may feel free to 
speak to me," Mosch stated. 

Mosch also mentioned 
dissatisfaction with the tests 
now. New York state has 
passed a law which will 
require the testing form with 
the test and the answers be 
sent to students after they 
take the test. 

“According to the Law 
School Admissions Service, 
this law is going to be 
nationwide," Mosch said. 

"I have written to the 
Educational Testing Service, 
and if we have 25 people who 
sign up for the test we can give 
the test here next year.” 
Mosch said.

According to High, the move 
to shut down the station was a 
show of concern for the future 
in the communications 
department rather than a veto 
of the proposal 
On Feb, 14, 1974, during 
further discussion over the 
proposed station. High an¬ 
nounced his resignation as 
station manager 
He stated that his 
resignation was not the result 
of the proposal but an attempt 
to find a better com¬ 
munications program at 
another school. 

“I am 28 years old and want 
to become productive 
economically," he said. "The 
UTM program cannot begin to 
meet my needs in the area of 
radio and television any time 
in the near future." 

High was not the only one 
who felt this way about the 
communications program 
Other students and station- 
personnel felt the need to go to 
another school to get the kind 
of education they really 
wanted. 

Finally, in April 1974 the 
administration brought 
resolution to the problem 
A carrier current station, 
which uses the elctric system 
for its AM reception, was to be 
the solution to this paradox 
The station, to be located in 
the University Center, was to 
be student managed and 
directed toward student needs 
and desires. The FCC would 
not have any control over it 
and students would not be 
required to be licensed to do 
work over the air waves 
Does John High resume his 
position as station manager 
for WUTM?

Strike Force patrols, 
enjoys fake war

On Wednesday, Jan. 23 the 
UT Martin Strike Force 
completed a combat patrol on 
the university farm from 6:30 
pm to 10 pm, according to 
Strike Force member Mitchell 
Mote. 

"A patrol is a small unit 
detached from a larger unit 
with a specific mission," Mote 
said. "This was a combat 
patrol and I was the assistant 
patrol leader. 

"Things got kind of sticky. 
Just a few meters down the 
road (from a bridge over a 
creek) the patrol leader 
stepped on a mine and was 
immediately blown into 
smithereens. I was then 
notified that I was to take over 
as patrol leader,” Mote said 

Mote, a little unsure of the 
procedure necessary to 
accomplish his mission, 
assesed his situation in the 
vicinity of exploding 
pyrotechnics and simulated 


gunfare. Then he decided to 
set up an objective rallying 
point and go on a leader's 
recon 


Suffering from cultural 
shock, he said, he turned to a 
group of people for company 
who are not accepted by 
society. This was his first 
introduction to drugs, alcohol 
and rock music, he stated. 

“They let me play the in¬ 
struments whereas the church 
wouldn’t," he said 

To support his drug habit, 
Cutlip said, he quit high school 
and began playing in various 
bands. He eventually worked 
his way up as a performer in 
“Three Dog Night,” 
"Chicago" and Blood, Sweat 
and Tears,” 

Cutlip said he lost a sense of 
meaning in life and became 
involved in social demon¬ 
strations: civil rights, 

Vietnam and drug 
legalization. 


Utilizing sketchy in¬ 
formation, Mote and the first 
squad leader devised a simple 
plan of attack. 


"Fifty meters from the 
objective, I dropped my 
security team and they set up 
security on either side of the 
railroad track facing the 
objective," Mote said. “From 
there I took the support and 
assualt elements and moved 
around to the left of the ob¬ 
jective The assualt team, on 
cue, was supposed to charge 
down through the middle of 
the area under the bypass and 
on another signal the support 
team was supposed to move in 
from an angle and try to catch 
them in a pinchers-type 
arrangement." 


"And time went on...I was 
still confused and no one ever 
thought to tell me about the 
Lord,” he said. 

Cutlip stopped touring and 
moved to Orlando where he 
held a steady job. As his 
loneliness increased, he said, 
so did his drug and alcohol 
addictions. 

"I had to shoot up and wait 
until it hit my blood system 
before 1 could get out of bed,” 
he said. Drinking large 
amounts of alcohol was his 
only means of getting sleep, he 
commented. 

Cutlip said he further suf¬ 
fered from low self-esteem. 
To compensate, he stole 
silverware from his place of 
employment and collected 
many books which he never 


Smoking and drinking were 
impossible because of his 
bleeding lungs, he said. Dogs 
guarded his double-locked 
home. 

Because of depression, 
Cutlip said, he called out for 
the Lord to help him. "If 
you’re really alive Jesus, help 
me.” he said 

Nothing happened and he 
decided to die, he said. “I 
locked myself in my room. 
There was nothing for me to 
live for,” he stated. 

That is until a little gray 
cloud with lightening over¬ 
shadowed him in bed a few 
days later, he continued. 
“The cloud spoke to me; it 
was God,” he said. He then 
fell into a deep slumber, 
sleeping without being drunk 
for the first time in years, he 
said. 

When he awoke, Cutlip said, 
the healing process within his 
body began as the Lord talked 
to him. As his reading and 
talks with God increased, he 
said, his drug addictiq*. 
smoking, lortcline^‘/ r anti 
drinking problems gradually 
disappeared and were 
replaced with a new sense of 
peace and joy. 

That’s how his Christian life 
began, he said. He discovered 
that “the emptiness you've 
felt all your life comes 
because you were made to 
have fun with God. God loves 
you for what you are-not who 
you are.. 

"Only God changes man’s 
spirit; only man changes 
man’s mind...joy and hap¬ 
piness are a decision," he 
continued. 

"Do something with your 
life--be somebody through 
Jesus,” he urged.
